Decreasing WPA Activity 
Boosts State Relief 
Costs During Month 


SACRAMENTO, ( Business 
| conditions in California have shown 
recent indications that the worst of 
the business slump has passed and 
a gradual improvement may devel- 
op during the early part of 1939, 
State Controller Harry B, Riley de- 
cClared today in estimating the 
State’s financial status from De- 
cember through August, 1939. 

Riley said the increased business 
would swell revenue from the re- 
tail sales and use tax to about $65,- 
000,000 for the nine months. At the 
same time, personal income taxes 
and revenue collections from bank 
corporation franchise taxes estimat- 
ed for March and following months 
will be based on 1938 and reflect 
the poor business conditions of that 
year, he said. 


Riley’s report showed the mount- 
mg cost of unemployment. relief, 
Costs jumped $9,700,000 in the fis- 
cal year of 1938 over the fiscal 1937 
year, a gain of 43 per cent, and the 
five months period ended laost Nov. 
30 increased 47 per cent over the 
same period in 1937. 

Riley estimated a minimum ap- 
propriation of $20,000,000 will be 
required for unemployment. relief 
from the incoming legislature to fin- 
ish out the fiscal year, since relief 
cash from present appropriations 
will be exhausted by mid-January. 

The controller said additional as- 
sistance by the federal government 
through expansion of the WPA prv- 
program in California would relieve 
the heavy relief drain. The WPA is 
reducing appropriations, however, 
and 5,000 workers were dropped from 
the rolls up to Dec. 15, many of 
whom reverted to the state reliei 
rolls. It is expected the added 
will be $175.000 monthly.
